With their lives entrusted to the 
strength of a hull which Is des¬ 
tined to be scrapped If It ever 
reaches Japan, thirty-four officers 
and men aboard the disabled 
freighter Alloway were to-day wal¬ 
lowing through a ninety-mile gale 
while would-be rescue craft looked 
on helplessly. Twenty-three of the 
crew signed on at thla port and 
much apprehension for their 
safety to felt by their relatives 


The exact plight of tha steamer waa 
unknown here to-day as the radio had 
brought no word since late yesterday. 
The steamer Bronnoy. which yesterday 
gave up an attempt to tow the Alloway 
when the helpless ship became tin- 
manageable. presumably waa still 
standing by. The Montauk. another 
rescue ship, was also assumed to have 
reached the stricken steamer. 

The Alloway s signals were so weak 
they could barely be heard by the 
naval radio at Dutch Harbor. It waa 
assumed in tha absence of messages, 
that there waa little change in the 
condition of the ship. 

IMPOSSIBLE TASK 

Early yesterday the Bronnoy. appar¬ 
ently unaware of the former American 
Shipping Board craft's distress, paaaad 
by the Alloway. but subsequently put 
back and took her In tow. After labor¬ 
ing for several hours against the Kiw 
lng mas, the master of the Bronnoy 
found the task an impossible one and 
offered to take off the freighter's crew. 

Capt. H. Throckmorton refused to 
abandon the ship as long aa bar hull 
waa sound. 

The Montauk. which waa ploughing 
through seas to her assistance, offered 
encouragement Her master. Capt. J. 
J. Healey, radioed: 

"We will stand by you even 
though the Bronnoy can not toe. 

If we can not tow you will do 
everything to see that you and 
crew and ship are safe.” 

CLOSING ON SHORE 

The Alloway waa In no Immediate 
danger, the message Mid. But aha was 
being driven before the powerful wind 
toward the rocks of Unalaska Island, 
which was seventy miles distant at 
4 pm. yesterday. The assisting craft, 
If they are able to again take the Al¬ 
loway In tow. will probably attempt 
to take her In to the shelter of 
Unimak Pass, where she can ride at 
anchor until the gale subsides.

the vote had been got out. Here is a re¬ 
minder that the Board of School Trustees 
should perfect its organization for the next oc¬ 
casion. 

For the benefit of those taxpayers who 
have not grasped the economic feature of the 
proposal we repeat the essential details of cost 
in respect of the two alternatives: 

A new High School—which will-be neces¬ 
sary if a Technical School shall not be built 
—would cost between $350,000 and $400,- 
000. All this money would have to be pro¬ 
vided by the taxpayers. 

A Technical School—-which would re¬ 
lieve the serious overcrowding condition at the 
High School—would cost $250,000 to build 
and equip. Only $145,000 of this would 
have to be furnished by the taxpayers of Vic¬ 
toria. The rest would be contributed by the 
Government in the form of a grant. 

In other words, the taxpayers may solve 
a serious educations! problem for $145,000. 
If they do not do it at that price they will be 
compelled to do it at the higher price. One 
or other of these schools must be built at once 
to meet present requirements.

On this occasion the Map 
was placed in the hall adjoining that in which 
the deliberations took place—the Vestibule 
Napoleon—in order that the delegates might 
get a tort of bird’t-eye view of post-war 
Europe. 

Among those who inspected the Map was 
the President of France, and Sir Clive wonders 
whether he was struck by the tame idea as 
struck himself; “What would that: silent brood¬ 
ing figure, the Great Napoleon, be thinking as 
he surveyed the present state of Europe with 
its tangled mass of barriers and obstructions to 
international commerce?" He speaks for Na¬ 
poleon: "What a muddle you Modems bav^ 
contrived to make of Europe!" 

The author of the article sums up condi¬ 
tions as be sees them by reminding the world 
that "these excessive barriers to international 
commerce are seriously retarding post-war re¬ 
construction. and that, if persisted in, will in¬ 
evitably lead to financial and economic chaos."

Edison determined 1 
to find an electric light that could be 
used cheaply by every householder The j 
problems were many, but in 1879 Edi¬ 
son introduced tha first incandescent 
electric light. 

At about the same time Edison pro¬ 
duced another invention—less spectac¬ 
ular. but tremendously Important. He 
developed the first central power sta¬ 
tion. to furnish the current for the 
hundreds of lamps with which hls 
Menlo Park laboratory was festooned 

Tb do this, he had to devise s dynamo 
far more efficient than anything then 
I m existence. He did It—and then de¬ 
veloped a new electric motor, built an 
experimental electric train and paved 
the way for the electric street car. sub¬ 
way. elevated and electric locomotive. 

In 1882 Edison's New York power 
plant began commercial operation on a 
•mall scale. Out of It grew the giant 
! General Electric Company of to-day.
